BERKELEY, Calif.June 19.-Five 
hundred million dollars in property. 
and.15,000 lives were lost in this 
a oaitiy during the past year by 
fire, members of the Berkeley City 
Commons Club were told at their 
weekly luncheon by John H. Schiv- 
ely, secretary of the Insurance 
Federation. of America. 

“The majority of those who lost 
their lives were women and child- 
ren, and most of the fires were 
nie jae by carelessness,” he contin- 

He stressed the importance of 
pclae careful about minor details 
of fire prevention, and cited statis- 
tics to show that in one day in 
Berkeley, 85 percent of the fires 
were caused by defective chimneys. 

“At least one city each year dur- 
ing the past seven years has been 
wiped out by fire, “Schively said, 

“and every citizen should help pre- 
vent fire hazards; in other words, 
put out the fire before it happens. 
For the same reason that you go to 
your doctor for advice in sickness 
go to your fire chief for adviee in 
fire prevention.’ \
